Why did they decide to bid on the job? "Any¬ 
time such a contract comes to bid, we bid on it," 
Stephen answered. 

The business, originally called Webster’s 
Refuse, is 40 years old. Some of the employees 
there have been with the company that long. 
Stephen said that new management had owned it 
since 1984 and that it is located in the original 
location at 13940 East Live Oak Avenue.

The News asked Stephen if the company plan¬ 
ned to raise rates after the first year and he 
answered, "We had no definitive plan to do that 
but we do evaluate our costs each year. If neces¬ 
sary, we go to the city we’re serving and ask for 
an increase."

Management, answered several questions posed 
by the Sierra Madre News concerning the com¬ 
pany’s recent bid to the city for the trash hauling 
contract. Although the contract could have saved 
Sierra Madre $250,000 in residential fees alone 
over a five-year period, city staff recommended 
to the Sierra Madre City Council that Western 
Waste be chosen over the lower bid. 

The reason given by spokespersons at city hall 
and City Council for choosing the higher bid was 
because of the chance that Waste Management 
would raise their fees after the first year and that 
they had not traveled the hills of Sierra Madre.

Sierra Madre School to lose 
$198,000 in Chapter I money 


program. Chapter I funding has been available 
since 1973. 

Forney said, "When we desegrated, we had 
the Chapter I program in grades 4, 5 and 6, then 
it moved to primary schools and it’s been here 
ever since. Chapter 1 is not based on achieve¬ 
ment. It’s based on poverty," he said. 

The school will lose supplements such as the 
resource room and the resource position, aides, 
extra materials, to name a few. Forney called that 
money "the icing on the cake." 

Funding is based on the poverty level of the 
school families. Schools are considered to have a 
high concentration of children from low-income 
families if the percentage or number of such 
children in the school attendance area is at least 
equal to the district or grade span average, 
therefore, it is based on achievement which is 
below that which is expected of a youngster at 
that age. It is also based on the number of child¬ 
ren who buy or are given school lunches, assum¬ 
ing that those children are from low-income fam¬ 
ilies, 

To the frustration of the parents in the audi¬ 
ence, Forney said, "This is not a personal ven¬ 
detta. We’re dealing with numbers and facts."

No doubt the past year has been mark¬ 
ed by a number of significant challenges 
confronting the City Council, city staff, 
and the community. Mr. Broiles and Ms.

As al¬ 
ways, community participation in the ad- 
vigncement of solutions is fundamental to 
aiphieving our goal of becoming a fully 
sfflf-supporting city, insulated from the 
political whim,\of a state legislature that 
continues to bfcilance its budget on the 
b^ckS of-^i^room communities such as Si- 
efra Madre.

• Numerous improvements have been 
made to our internal accounting system 
which will help us avoid deficit spending. 
The City Council has taken a more active 
role monitoring budget performance. Each 
month we receive a budget report from 
the City’s Director of Financial Services 
which reviews monthly financial activity 
and year-to-date performance of each of 
the city’s funds.

many San Gabriel Valley cities continue 
to incur. Because payment of the legal 
fees and settlement of this case was fund¬ 
ed from our general fund reserves, all of 
the revenue generated by the $3.19/mo. 
fee to refuse customers will be returned to 
the general fund reserve. 

• In July 1993, the City Council adopt¬ 
ed a Utility User Tax which will generate 
approximately $600,000 in new local re¬ 
venue annually. Though not universally 
popular, the overwhelming majority of 
citizens from whom we heard during that 
time insisted that they would rather pay a 
few dollars more each month in local tax¬ 
es than jeopardize the present quality of 
life they enjoy in Sierra Madre. 

• In October 1993, the City Council 
established a budget policy commencing 
the rebuilding of a general fund reserve 
equal to 10 percent of the city’s annual

Dear Dr. Tami, 

I have a parakeet that has developed some 
very crusty areas on his beak, face and feet. 
My friend said that he might have mites. What 
do the mites look like and how would I treat 
them? 

Mites are unfortunately microscopic and can- 
riot be seen by the naked eye. They are sprwd 
from bird to bird by direct contact. The mites 
infect the cere, facial area and feet. These 
areas become covered with powdery crusts 
that are perforated by small holes causing a 
honeycomb appearance. Crusts on l^s ahd 
feet may cause the leg to swell. This is 
particularly dangerous ita leg band is present. 
Circulation can oecome impaired leading to 
the loss of the leg. Mites are usual jy treated 
with a pyrethrin^ased product or ivermetin

Ae is proud of what has been accomplished 
by thk council the past four years, naming the 
Economic Development Council, a group organ¬ 
ized p look for new revenue sources, as one of 
the ijiost important of Sierra Madre’s newest 
grou] s. She pointed out that being on the council 
meai > you have no power without two more peo¬ 
ple 1 1 agree with you since it takes three council- 
mem lers to pass anything on the agenda. Coun¬ 
cilman Gary Adams echoed her remark. 

MacGillivray said that the budget was now 


twice during that time. He believes tnai me main 
issues in this community are financial, water, 
police and residential development. 

"We have had to deal with the financial re¬ 
structured budget system since Sierra Madre has 
been faced with the erosion of the property tax 
base (that was kept by the state). Sierra Madre 
lives on property tax. We lost $300,000 yearly 
on the property tax and we dealt with losing 
$700,000 in law suits. We established a utility 
fee to recoup money with a sunset clause at five 
years. I favor less government and am opposed to 
more government." 

Concerning supplemental water, Adams be¬ 
lieves that we should "explore methods of work¬ 
ing with Arcadia by selling them water in wet 
years.and get it back in dry years. Both of us 
pump from the Raymond Basin." He explained 
that we pay 78 cents for 750 gallons of water. 
"Water is very, very reasonable...Pasadena pays 
95 cents and Arcadia is over a dollar." 

Concerning the possibility of joining the 
Sheriffs Department for law enforcement, he 
said it should be "the absolute last resort, the last 
of the last resort...We don’t need to spend $1.8 
million on the Police Force," and pointed out that 
Police Chief Surgent encouraged augmenting the 
Police Reserve Department. 

Challenger James Hester, who is an attorney 
working in Workers Compensation, has lived 


general fund." 

Hester believes that our biggest problem is 
finances. "San Marino’s gross sales are almost 
double at $35 million while we are only $17 mil¬ 
lion." 

Concerning Western Waste, Hester said. 
"We don’t want to find out we’ve overpaid the 
trash company.

Roy Buchan, a lifetime resident of Sierra 
Madre and a graduate civil engineer who is re¬ 
tired, has served 13 years on the Planning Com¬ 
mission, eight on City Council.
